Company A was the first unit to march down the gangplank, and im­ 
mediately lined up for roll call. 
Every one of the four officers and 141 men 


answered, and. as Captain Tetlow said, “ Every one feeling and looking fine 
and fit." The boys all look m ighty well, ready for another campaign if need 
ed, but just now every thought centers on seeing the fam iliar faces of home 
folks when they reach Ohio next week. 
The men were immediately given 


dinner and then ferried across to Camp Mills for a few days rest before mov­ 
ing to Camp Sherman. 
The home voyage was w ithout incident for Company A. and while made 


through lowering weather, only two days were "rough stuff," as Sergeant 
Frank Apple put it. 
■ 'We want to see some of that good old Am erican pie." said Private 


H a r r y W ickline. and a few m inutes later there was a small riot when huge 
baskets of real pie were distributed by the women of the Red Cross can­ 
teen and the Salem Red Cross workers may be highly proud of the great 
organization when they learn of the wonderful and substantial reception 
which the Red Cross canteen here accorded the returned soldiers. 
As Ser­ 


geant Donald Farr, tanned and stout until I did not recognize him, said, "It 
feels like home just to see those ladies pass out the ‘eats.’ ” Practically all 
the boys are stouter than when they left, and appear to be in fine shape. 
Private Schultz, of Salem, and Herbert Fischer, of Leetonia, are notable 
examples, and were in good humor, Schultz jocularly asking: 
“ W here you 


go ng to put us now since the old Globe burned dow n?” 
All the boys and Captain Tetlow are hupeful that the request of Salem
